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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. Applicant's amendment filed March 7, 2006, has been entered. Claims 101 and 102 have 
been amended as requested. Claims 1-87, 89, 91, 124, 129, 130, and 132-148 are cancelled. 
Thus, the pending claims are 88, 90, 92-123, 125-128, 131, and 149. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 88, 90, 92-123, 125-128, 131, and 149 stand rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over US 4,552,857 issued to Higgins in view of US 5,610,207 issued to 
DeSimone et al. for the reasons of record. 

The amendments to claims 101 and 102 do not change the scope of the claims, as such, 
the rejection of said claims is maintained. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed with the amendment of March 7, 2006, have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant reiterates previous arguments (Amendment, 
paragraph spanning pages 11-12 and 1 st paragraph, page 12). Said arguments have been 
answered in detail in sections 6 and 8-13 of the last Office Action (10/07/05). The only new 
argument presented is that DeSimone is "merely directed to a rebounded foam pad or 
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underlayment" since the reference teaches that "a woven or unwoven fabric such as a carpet 
backing fabric can be one of the outer layers attached to the rebounded foam" (Amendment, page 
11, lines 8-11). The examiner respectfully disagrees. As noted by applicant, DeSimone teaches 
a rebond sandwich structure wherein on of the outer layers may be a carpet backing fabric. As 
such, one skilled in the art would readily understand that said rebond foam is adhered directly to 
the carpet backing as a cushion layer rather than as a separate, unattached foam pad or 
underlayment. Therefore, applicant's argument is found unpersuasive and the above rejection 
stands.
